To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money required by law to secure State 
Aid on Class 5 Highways. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money required by the New Hampshire 
Highway Department as the Town’s proportion of the State 
Aid Maintenance fund for State Aid roads. 


Article %. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount required by the New Hampshire Highway 
Department as the Town’s proportion of the Trunk Line 
Maintenance. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Highway aid for new construction for the ensuing year and 
raise and appropriate the amount of money necessary in ac- 
cepting the same. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust. 

Article 10. To see what sum of money if any the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to assist Citizens of Plain- 
field to Hospital expenses, also to appoint a committee or 
make resolutions regarding the same. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Old Home Week. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money if any the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for guard rail on the Brook 
Road in North Plainfield and also widen the same between 
the two Jenney turns so called. (By request.) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for Dr. Earnest L. Huse to assure 
the inhabitants of Plainfield of the services of a resident 
physician. 

Article 15. To see what sum of money if any the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Snow removal.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


I am submitting my annual report for the year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1933. It is the fourteenth of the supervisory series 
of Union No. 50. 

Four of last year’s teachers accepted out-of-town positions 
and two were transferred to other positions within the district. 
We have a very good corps of teachers and the children are 
making very satisfactory progress in their studies.

MEDICAL INSPECTION 


At the beginning of the school year special attention is 
given to weighing of all the children in all the schools. Weight 
is an important guide and weighings are made at three months 
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intervals and the weights recorded on a class room chart, also 
on the health record which are kept in school. The follow 
up health service by your nurse comes after the health inspec- 
tion when she visits the homes of children who seem below 
normal health. Parents of these children are co-operative 
always and gratefully receive the advice and instructions given 
regarding their child’s health. 


KYES 


Special attention is given to the eyes for possible defects of 
vision. Children with defective vision are accompanied by 
the nurse to the Hitchcock Clinic for a thorough examination 
by a specialist. 


TONSILS 


In all cases advise is given parents to watch the tonsils if 
they are abnormally large. There is no reason for removing 
healthy tonsils although on the other hand diseased tonsils 
cause tonsilitis, sore throats and rheumatism. Low vitality, 
listlessness are also laid to infected tonsils. 


TEETH 


The teeth are examined for cavities and a lesson in mouth 
hygiene is given the child while the inspection is carried on. 
Frequently children are found who haven’t a tooth brush. 
Many have been provided with tooth brushes. 


POSTURE 


In every case of poor posture the child is given corrective 
exercise which is simple. They are urged to do these exer- 
cises at home and in the school. We try to impress upon the 
child the importance of standing and sitting properly—that 
the careless habit of poor sitting or standing has a bad effect 
on health. 


Fa) 


SPEECH 


You will be surprised at the number of children in your 
schools who have defective speech. It has been my privilege 
to visit the homes of all of these children to instruct the 
mothers in matters important for speech correction. 

I am happy to report hot noon lunches are provided for 
the children at the Spencer school. 

Few schools have water, soap, wash basins or towels. Few 
schools have paper drinking cups all through the school year. 
We strongly recommend that cups of the above description be 
provided throughout the year for the sake of health. 

Most school houses are cleaned but once a year. We strongly 
urge the school members and parents to visit schools more 
often than they do. Conscious provision for health education 
should be made each year, each month, each week and each 
day in the school life of the child. 


ScHooL CENSUS 


In the census returns of September, 1932, one hundred 
eighty-three children (5-16) were found by the enumerator. 
Ten of these were not attending school; five being below school 
age, and five who had completed the elementary course of 
study. One hundred seventy-three of these were accounted 
for in schools, 154 in the district schools, 14 in secondary 
schools outside, 4 attending elementary schools outside. This 
district is paying the tuition of fifty-two secondary school 
_ students: thirty-five at Kimball Union Academy, eight at 
Windsor High, five at Stevens High and three at Lebanon 
High. This total exceeds that of last year by seventeen.
